That he is an Irishman he 
is almost at pains to proclaim ; but he might safely have left the question of his nationality 
to the judgment of the percipient reader. He has his antipathies as well as his enthusiasms, 
and is never so palpably good-humoured as when he is railing at some pet aversion or 
crushing his favourite form of Philistine or Prig. His handsome volume is embellished 
with a number—we must adopt his own outspoken eulogy—of * excellent illustrations of 
mountain scenery from the magnificent collection 1 of his friend Mr. Duddell, and some 
beautiful pictures of coast views and vegetation of the littoral zone, contributed by 
Miss E. Wilmott. These are only a few of his collaborateurs ; yet, when all is said, it is 
the text, with its felicitous blending of a gossiping, almost rollicking, style, and the faithful 
revelation of the results of exact and loving observation, that constitutes the charm. His 
method can be best indicated by examples. The author takes each natural object in 
succession as the subject of a little monograph, in which are combined all sorts of light from 
science and history, and observation, humorous and philosophic, of life. The Riviera 
becomes a little mirror of the universe, and the history of ancient days is invoked to illustrate 
the afternoon walk.”— Standard, February gth, 1904.

So rare that neither Brunet nor Hazlitt could record any other 
than the imperfect copy in the British Musenm. To Lowndes the 
hook was unknown.

He remarks further that “ the engravings 
are spoiled by colour.” In the above the colouring, especially that of 
the flowers and fruit, is exceptionally good. The two drawings are so 
similar in style to the engravings that there can be little doubt but 
that they are Le Moyne’s work.
